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HALF-BREED KILLS
FLORENCE FEAGIN

Antioch Murderer Escapes to Sand-
hills—Bartlett Wounded by
Marshal Knight

Florence Feagin, aged forty, is
dead; Sam Bartlett is in an Alliance
hospital with a bullet hole through
his right lung, and Jack Jackson,
half-breed Indian, murderer of the
Feagin woman, is in hiding some-
where in the sandhills as awesult of
partaking too freely of raw alcohol
last Saturday evening at the home
occupied by Jackson and Mrs, Feagin
in the eastern part of Antioch.

The murder followed a quarrel
early Saturday evening, the first part
of which was witnessed by Sam Bart-
lett and Miss Nolan, the latter hav-
ing accompanied Florence Feagin
from Scottsbluff Saturday. It is prob-
able that there was a pistol fight be-
tween the man and the woman,
elther real or feigned, and that the
last, or fatal shot, followed an at-
tempt on the half-breed’'s part to
fake the woman's gun away from
her.

According to the testimony
brought out at the inquest held Sun-
day afternoon by the county attor-
ney of Sheridan county at Antioch,
Florenca Feagin had been living with
Jackson as a common law wife for
two or three months past. She made
a trip to Scottsbluff Friday of last
week, and on her return brought
with her Miss Nolan. Jackson, who
was drunk at the time, met them at
the train with an automobile. He
had an automatic revolver with him
at this time, and witnesses say that
he showed it to the Feagin woman,
saying:

“See what I have here.
going to use it, too.”

Jackson took the two women to
the house, and the quarreling began.
Sam Bartlett jolned the crowd.
About 8:30, Jackson told Bartlett
and Miss Nolan to "“clear out”.

“We're going to settle up right
now," he said, "and we don’t want
you here."” 4

Bartlett and Miss Nolan asked
Florence Feagin if she wanted them
to leave,

“Go ahead,” she is said to have
told thens. “‘It'll be all right. He's
a coward and there's nothing to be
afrald of."

The two then withdrew as request-
od, remaining outside the house for
some minutes, Loud voices could |
be heard, evidences of a bitter quar-
rel, and then five pistol shots. They
walked up to the house and Misa
Nolan, looking through a window be-
low the drawn blind could see the
body of Florence Feagin huddled on
the floor.

They knocked on the door, then
pounded, asking to be admitted, in
order to “warm themselvea', but the
half-breed gave no sign of hearing
them.

Migs Nolan and aBrtlett then
rushed down town. The girl found
Pete Schrader, the night marshal,
and gave the alarm, Bartlett went
1o the city jail and told Day Marshal
Frank Knight of the murder.

Marshal Knight, according to stor-
ies told by various citizens of Antl-
och, declded that it was up to him to
detain Bartlett, who was sald to be
under the influence of liquor to quite
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But Bartiett dldn’t like the idea of
being placed in jail. He wanted to
be in on the chase of the half-breed,
perhaps, or it may be that the Antl-
och city jail didn't appeal to him,
He resisted arrest with good effect,
glamming the door in the marshal’s
face. Marshal Knight drew his anto-

A GUESSING GAME

Interviews
“Rallroad Men" With In-
toresting Results

The Scottsbluff Star-Herald I8 not

greatly Impressed with reports that
have been published from time te
time by one enthusiastic Alliance ed-
ftor, It takes more than Interviews
with mythical “high officials” (names
not mentioned) to convinee them
that this city Is due to receive all
the improvements that have been
forecasted as often as real news
happened to be a trifle scarce,
The importance of the Grand Is-
land-Alliance-Billings line I8 due to
be lessened, within a year or two,
according to the Star-Herald, which
draws a pitiful picture of congestion
which cannot be relieved. The lm-
provements we have been gelling,
which have led us to hope, are mere=-
ly “makeshift expedients.” The fol-
lowing bits of theory are Interesting
as showing that more than one ecan
play in a guessing game:

“There seems to be no hesitaney
in the Burlington quarters In Lin-
coln with reference to the fact that
that roand eventually expects to make
the line through Bridgeport and
Scottabluff its main trunk from St.
Louis and Lincoln to the northwest.
The steadlly Increasing traffic from
the North Platte valley stock reglon
and the Wyoming oil business (s
causing more and heavier burdens
on the lines In the eastern part of
the state, as they now exist.

“Totakecare of this growing north-
western traflice the Burlington Is re-
gorting to several makeshift expedi-
ents, Last year a higher grade
bridge was completed acroes the
Platte near Grand Island, This Im-
provement eliminated a steep grade
and bad curve, and was necessary
under even ordinary conditions. The
Aurora yards have been badly con-
gested, due to the shunting of all the
traffic from this region over the
Broken Bow, Alllance, Grand Island
line, and new passing tracks have
been made necessary. More track
room I8 also necessary at Grand Te-
land and the gingle track, to be
truthful, is now insufficlent.

Automatle signals are being in~
stalled along the present main lne,
but the Burlington men themselves
state that all of the planned im-
provements are just “getting by."”
The line could be double tracked, but
the chlef reasons that stand in the
way of that are first, lack of ready
money for the road to make so ex-
pensive an improvement, and second,
but chief of all, that the Importance
of the Grand Island line is to be
lessened within a year or so at most.
The railroad men state that “as
soon as the road can get around to
it"” the line from Northport to Kear-
pey I8 to be built, When that time
comes, the line from Lincoln as far
as Milford as at present will be uzed.
A new cutoff will be bullt from Mil-
ford to Friend, and from Friend to
Kearney, pnseing through Exeter,
Fairmont, Sutton, and Harvard to
Hostings, and thence through Kene-
saw to Kearney. Some rebuilding
will bo* necessary on the main line
through Sutton and the alignment of
grades botween Hastings and Ken-
esaw revised, but the expense neces-
